CAMPAIGN OF ECONOMY. 

The Times, in a leading article to-day, says :— 
In -a manifesto which wc publish to-day the 
Committee of the new People’s Union for 
Economy summarise in concise form the prin 
cipal counts in the indiciment against the Go- 
vernment for their crimes of extravagance. The 
charge is briefly that the gross expenditure of 
the Government is six times more than was the 
case eix years ago, and that the resources of 
the couméry are unequal to so tremendous a 
strain. An imperative demand for a reduction 
of expenditure is, therefore, made, and is cer- 
tain to receive widespread support. It is an 
elementary and indisputable fact that the nation 
is far poorer than in 1914, and that it is being 
called upon to shoulder a burden of debt and of 
excessive taxationwhich becoming insupportable. 
Even Mr. Austen Chembertain admits that the 
taxable limit has been reached, and the in- 
ference is that there is no margin left for um 
foreseen contingencies. In 1914 we had, as 
experience proved, a spacious margin, which has 
now been frittered away not only by war ex- 
penditure, but by wholesale and reck waste 
since the Armistice. ere can be no question 
that the ‘taxpayers cannot long sustam a 
national expenditure six times as great as in 
1914, in addition tc the enormous increase in 
local taxation. The manifesto, proceeds 7'Ae 
T'imez, lays stress upon the necessity for a re- 
duction of our foreign responsibilities, and draws 
special attention to the case of Mesopotamia. 
Jis etatements find fresh reinforce- 
ment im the news we publish to-day, 
that im the latest encounter between 
British and Indian troops and the hostile Arab 
forces im the Euphrates Valley, one of our 
columas has suffered 300 easualties, and has 
been severely handled. How much longer are 
these conflicts to continue in pursuance of a 

licy which is evidently not acceptable to a 
arge proportion of the people we have pro- 
fessed to “ liberate'’ 2 We are endeavouring 
to thrust upon Mesopotamia. at immense cost, 


forms of government far too elaborate for cem- 


paratively primitive and semi-nomadic races 
and we are doing so at a time when we need all 
the money we can find for pressing domestic 
necessities. The second tuk in the Union's 
programme is the abandonment of Government 
control and Government subsidies, whereby 
“whole trades have been hopelessly disorganised 
-and costs to the public have been raised, 
with diminished efficiency and production.”’ 
Its claim for a nmiturn to ordinary conditions 
expressés a demand which ie now almost uni- 
versal, for Government contro] is recognised to 
“be synonymous with mismanagement and waste. 
Entrenched officialdom still fights hard, but 
victory will rest with the public if the agita- 
tion je pursued with unfijnching vigour. The 
most ginister aspect of the campaign, The Times 
voes on to observe, is the resertfu]l attitude 
adopted by Ministers of all gfades whenever 
any form of retrenchment is proposed, or when 
any of their financial transactions are subjected 
to criticism. We are especially weary of the 
frequent claim, that various men engaged upon 
public service should be exempted from adverse 
discussion, because they happen to draw no 
official péy. Some of these gentlemen 
ure handling huge national transactions. 
That they draw no pay is their own affair, 
and, while we recognise their patriotic motives, 
their public acts must still be subjected to 
exactly the same kind of examination as those 
of amy other officials. Again, the inceseant 
hostility shown by the Government to the 
Select Committee on National Expenditure, 
which wos never more marked than in yester- 
days dcbate, deserves the severest condem- 
nation.

WITHDEAWAL UNDER HEAVY 


PRESSURE. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that the Greek Lega- 
tion in London has received the RINNE 
communiqué issued on August ist by the 
General Hondquarteds of the Greek Army >—On 
the sector of Philadelphia the enemy, havin 
concentrated considerable forces trans ted 
twenty days from Armenia and Cilicia, 
started an vance from Katahia through 
Siman, end attacked one of our advanced bat- 
talions at Demerdji: Althoughgthe enemy had 
at his disposal powerful artillery and cavalry, 
our battalion defended itself heroically for 
twenty-four hours against an enemy five times 
stronger and who thrice attacked. Our bat- 
talion was obliged to retreat towards Borla. 
Our losses are one officer killed four wounded, 
100 privates wounded, 50 killed or missing. 
The machine gun section which was covering 
our retreet defended itself, the majority of the 
men falling dead near their guns. The enemy 
forces, having suffered considerable losses during 
the twenty-four hours’. battle, did not attempt 
to pursure our battalion. s 

A strong Greek column is marching on the 
anemy front of Broussa. An enemy detachment, 
composed of 100 cavalry and 100 infantry, fell 
into an ambush set by a Greek company near 
Bazarkeni. Attacked by our bayonets and hand 
grenades, the enemy detachment was annihilated 
and dispersed. We took 20 prisoners and 25 
| horses. Our losses were two men wounded.

400 TURKS KILLED. 


A Reuter's Beirut telegram of Monday says :— 
French troops have inflicted a severe defeat on 
the large force of Turkish Nationalists at 
Yenidje. The Turks, who were in possession of 
numerous guns end machine guns, fought 
fiercely, and the French troops had to make six 
bayonet atiacke. The enemy left over 400 dead, 
while two prisoners, including a German officer, 
were captured. Amongst the booty are 600 
rifes. By this victory the situation in Cilicia 
has considerably improved. 

The situation in Syria is excellent. The 
French were welcomed with great enthusiasm. 
They have occupied Homo and Hama, and are 
in possession of the whole reilway line. Com- 
plete calm prevails in Damascus, and numerous 
tribal Sheikhs have offered their qubmiesion.

DR. MACNAMARA’S APPEAL 
FOR EX-SERVICE MEN. 

Dr. Macnamara, the Minister of Labour, has 
given the following interview to & representa- 
tive of the Press Association :— 

“ August 4th! For ever a day of profound 
memories and reverent thoughts, On this the 
sixth anniversary the mind turng back to that 
fateful day in August, 1914, when we took our 
stand on the side of justice and right. We re- 
call with pride the heroic efforts of the men 
who interposed the living wall of their own 
bodies between us and a ruthless foe, and by 
their sacrifice kept our island home inviolate. 
How far have we been able to requite the 
deliverance they won for us? How far have 
we shown ourselves worthy of the suffering and 
sacrifice. they cheerfully made for us? They 
forsook the arte of peace for those of war, and 
by their courage brought us out of the pit that 
threatened destruction. 

“Tt is now almost a year ago since the 
national scheme for the employment of disabled 
ex-service men was launched by Royal proclema- 
tion. In that proclamation His Majesty spoke 
of the “dear obligat:on which rested upon us to 
make acknowledgment of what they (the dis- 
abled men) have suffered on our behalf.’ Since 
the inception of the scheme in September of last 
year 18.793 employers, in answer to the appeal 
made to them, have qualified for the right to 
use the seal of honour and to have their names 
inseribed on the King’s National Roll. Those 
employers have found work for 181,303 disabled 
men, but there ere still 20,000 men in this 
category waiting for work. Can I do better on 
this day of all cays than renew my appeal to 
every employer to come forward and help to 
requite the obligation the nation owes to these 
disabled heroes? Every employer in the country 
can be of assistance. Those who are already on 
the King’s Roll can help by using the 
seal of honour on their stationery and 
in their advertisements. Those who are 
not yet on the Roll should on this 
Anniversary Day reflect on the debt which 
everyone owes to these men who risked life it- 
self in order to gain victory.

THE RECENT MOTOR STRIKE. 

At the afternoon, session Mr. M. O’Connor 
(Dublin), Secretary of the Automobile Drivers’ 
and Mechanics’ Union, referred to the motor 
strike last winter. He said that the fight 
against the Motor Permit Order was as import- 
ant as the fight against the handling of muni- 
tions. He complained that his union had not 
got the help that it should have got. If their 
sheceas in negotiating with the Commissioner of 
Police was surrender, as was described in the 
report, what would they call the whole Order? 

Mr. Thomas Johnston (Dublin), said that the 
Automobile Drivers’ Union had not been let 
down. as alleged. Everybody believed that the 
drivers were right in their refusal to apply for 
permits, but the spirit in which the strike was 
conducted by the Automobile Drivers’ Union 
was in antagonism to other bodies that were 
implicated in it. Half-a-dozen other unions 
were concerned, and although they came out in 
sympathy with the Drivers’ Union they all 
agreed that the Automobile Drivers’ Union did 
not confide in the Joint Committee, but kept 
them n the dark as to what was z0'ng on 
They were not loyal to the decision of the 
Special Congress or the National Executive, and 
they were not loyal to their fellow-workere or 
to the trade union movement. He, therefore, 
asked Congress to accept the report, and by 
implieation to condemn the automobile drivers 
in their conduct of the strike. 

Mr. T. Foran (Dublin) said that after al! 
the boasts of the Drivers’ Union they entered 
into secret negotiations with Dublin Castle, and 
tho Transport Workers’ Union had to clear up 
the mess that the drivers had made of the 
strike. +) 

Mr. Mitchell (President of the Automobile 
Drivers’ Union) defended the attitude of his 
union. He held that their men working with- 
out permits had beaten the authorities. 

The President said that this was the first 
opportunity that he had had of meeting 
slanderous statements which had been cir- 
culated about him and the National Executive, 
that they had let the motor drivers down. A 
campaign of black uardism had been started 
against the Executive to bring all the unions 
into the strike. The Executive were against 
that. for they did not want to paralyse the 
whole industry of the country. The mechanics 
who went out in sympathy with the motor 
drivers were left on the streets without a 
penny of strike pay for six weeks, despite all the 
funds coming into the drivers’ strike fund, some 
of which had never been published.

THE FATE OF BAKU PRISONERS. 

A Reuter’s telegram, dated Constantinople, 
Monday, says:—There continues fo be ground 
for great anxiety in regard to the health and 
ultimate fate of the British prisoners in the 
hands of the Soviet Government of Baku. Rus- 
sian witnesses say that three naval officers were 
arrested on April 28th, the day of the Baku re- 
volution, and the remainder on the 29th. The 
prisoners totalled fifty. Included among them 
are Major Rowen (Argyll and Sutherland High- 
landers, and the head of the British Military 
Mission at Baku), Captain Cooke (our represen- 
tative on the oil control), five naval officers, and 
twenty-five naval ratings, who were arrested 
while proseeding to Engeli (couth shore of the 
Caspien Sea), apparently in connection with 
the disarmament of the Volunteer Army's 
flotilla several soldiers, an uncertain 
number of civilians, among whom is 
Mr. Heweicke, the British Vice-Consul. 
The last. an old, resilient of Baku, 
seems to have been a kpecial object of persece- 
tion. He was first imprisoned in a dirty cell, 
then condemned to death, but pardomed after he 
had passed a night i: the condemned cell. He 
was sent to join the other prisoners. The los 
of the latter was a little less brrd. A neutral 
official who saw them early in June described 
their treatment in the Central Police Prison as 
brutal, and this was the evidence of another 
witness who had been in prison for some time. 


NEW YORK EXCHANGE 
FLUCTUATIONS. 

A Reuter’s telegram, dated New York Tues 
day. saye:—Wheat jumped nearly 18 points to- 
day on an increase in the estimates of French 
and Italian import requirements, urgent in- 
quiries by the British Royal Commission, and 
the Polish situation. Cotton shot up 120 points 
owing to the weakness of the Exchange and 
financial difficulties in Georgia. Sterling hroke 
7 cents on heavy offerings of bills, the Polish 
situation, and the absence of demande.
